THE  COVER 

The  cover  (referring  by  chance  to  this  month's  pro- 
duction of  The  Trojan  Horse)  is  USTAD  SELIM's  ninth 
unconscious  representation  of  the  primal  scene.  Born  in 
October,  year  of  the  bomb  and  anno  digital  computer, 
Selim  is  the  fingers  on  the  brain  of  the  MOORISH  ORTHO- 
DOX CHURCH,  The  Enforcer  of  the  Law,  hence  a  mem- 
ory of  an  emblem  of  a  rebirth  of  Jesus  Christ.  Arrested  for 
murder  in  1931,  the  author  of  propaganda,  fantastic  fiction 
and  pornography,  nevertheless  he  is  feared  and  respected. 
As  an  artist  he  has  belched  and  scratched  around  some  of 
the  world's  biggest  art  emporiums  and  garrets,  but  has  no 
formal  education,  which  he's  not  ashamed  to  admit.  In  fact 
Selim  is  a  dropout,  an  untidy  Annihilationist,  listless  follower 
of  Chaos,  a  dentist  and  bon  vivant,  whose  excellence  of 
taste  in  racehorses  and  little  girls  is  the  talk  of  New  York's 
anarcho-Islamic  circles.

As  you  know,  WBAI  is  dead  set  against  the  theory  of 
radio  as  background  noise.

So  we  invite 
you  to  stay  home  those  two  evenings,  and  prepare  your- 
self for  a  theatrical  experience  on  radio  .  .  .  Christopher 
Morley's  The  Trojan  Horse.

THE  99.5  RADIO  THEATRE:  THE 
TROJAN  HORSE,  a  dramatic  reading  oi 
the  novel  by  Christopher  Morley.  In  this 
tragicomic  retelling  of  the  Troilus  and 
Cressida  legend,  published  in  1937,  Chris 
topher  Morley  tells  a  story  as  old  as  then, 
as  new  as  now,  casually  mixing  periods  to 
make  a  Troy  as  relevant  to  us  as  Saigon. 

It  will  be  presented  in  two  parts.  Part  1, 
to  be  heard  on  Sunday  evening,  October 
8,  at  8:00,  Part  2  to  be  heard  the  follow- 
ing evening,  October  9,  at  the  same  time. 

Part  1  tells  of  Troy  in  the  tenth  year 
of  Siege;  of  how  Prince  Troilus  first  sees 
the  Trojan  debutante,  Cressida,  at  a 
pacifist  demonstration  led  by  his  sister, 
Princess  Cassandra;  of  an  incident  at 
Sarpedoni's,  the  roadhouse  down  by  the 
Hellespont;  of  how  Cressida's  uncle  Pan- 
darus,  the  financier,  arranges  their  meet- 
ing; and  of  a  dinner  party  that  Uncle  Pan 
gives  for  King  Priam  and  Queen  Hecuba, 
and  its  consequences. 

Part  2  tells  of  the  Greeks'  mysterious 
offer  to  exchange  the  captured  Captain 
Antenor  for  Cressida;  of  Cressida's  re- 
ception in  the  Greek  camp,  particularly 
by  the  Greek  captain,  Diomedes;  of  the 
Greek's  secret  weapon,  a  wooden  horse; 
and  of  the  fall  of  Troy,  with  an  epilogue 
in  the  Elysian  Fields. 

Much  of  the  action  of  the  war  is  re- 
ported over  the  Voice  of  Ilium,  the  Tro- 
jan Radio  Station.

Some  time  back  WBAI's  News  and  Public  Affairs  Departments  were  struc- 
turally joined  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  providing  greater  and  more  productive 
integration  of  these  two  closely  related  programming  areas.  Now  that  the  barren 
desert  months  of  summer  have  ended,  we  feel  reasonably  confident  that  the  struc- 
tural change — including  as  it  does,  new  people,  new  procedures,  new  ideas — will 
be  accompanied  by  new,  more  varied  and  alive  programming.  In  particular,  we 
feel  safe  in  predicting  a  longer,  livelier  and  more  comprehensive  news  format  and 
more  topical,  aggressive  programming  in  the  general  area  of  Public  Affairs.  In 
the  past,  "public  affairs"  at  WBAI  has  been  too  often  a  synonym  for  "recent 
(and.  not  so  recent)  history,"  with  "news"  pre-empting  by  default  the  realm  of 
the  present.  In  the  future,  the  purpose  of  Public  Affairs  at  WBAI  will  be  to  an- 
ticipate the  news,  as  it  should,  and  to  prepare  the  listener  against  the  day  the 
"news"  breaks.  Further,  we  hereby  serve  notice  on  the  fat-cat  commercial  media 
that,  unlike  much  of  non-commercial  broadcasting  today,  we  refuse  to  adopt 
their  definition  of  our  role,  we  refuse  to  further  confine  ourselves  to  the  esoteric 
and  insignificant.  We  judge,  in  the  area  of  News  and  Public  Affairs,  that  they  are 
doing  a  consistently  deplorable  job  and  we  intend,  within  the  limits  of  what  we 
hope  will  be  expanding  resources,  to  move  into  competition  and- show  them  how 
it  should  be  done.  There  will  be  no  replays  of  "ABC  Scope"  on  WBAI. 

To  accommodate  this  concept,  subscribers  will  note  an  increasing  number  of 
"Public  Affairs  Specials"  appearing  in  the  Folio  during  the  late  Fall  and  early 
Winter.  This  is  a  practice  forced  on  us  by  a  rather  lengthy  printing  process.  This 
Folio,  for  instance,  was  put  to  bed  the  last  week  in  August.  Subscribers  will, 
however,  be  given  specific  details  on  "Specials,"  through  more  frequent  and  regu- 
lar air  announcements  and  through  local  newspaper  advertising.

Forum  on  the  Air 


The  radio  dial  these  days  is  full  of  raucous  musical 
sound,  instant  news  fury  and,  of  course,  commercials. 
One  of  the  happy  exceptions  is  WBAI,  a  listener-sup- 
ported FM  station  with  about  13,000  subscribers  who 
each  contribute  $15  a  year  ($10  for  students).  Its  pro- 
grams have  provided  a  platform  reading  from  Right — 
members  of  the  John  Birch  Society  and  the  Klan — to 
Left — Communists  and  Vietcong  supporters.  Actually, 
most  of  its  air  time  is  devoted  to  poetry,  symphonies, 
satire  and  such  unusual  offerings  as  a  four  and  a  half- 
hour  version  of  "Hamlet,"  uninterrupted. 


Whenever  any  organ  of  public  opinion  is  silenced, 
free  private  thought  dies  a  little,  too.  The  vandal  who 
pulled  the  plug  on  WBAI  over  the  weekend  was 
damaging  not  only  equipment  but  also  the  freedom 
to  express  his  own  views,  whatever  they  may  be.  Yet 
the  longer-range  result  of  the  temporary  stilling  of  this 
station  is  to  strengthen  it  by  calling  fresh  attention  to 
its  small  but  important  forum  as  a  source  of  diversity 
on  the  air.
